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Applicant's arguments regarding the 35 USC 112, first paragraph rejection have been fully considered but found unpersuasive. The 
claimed limitations in question are "if the determied associated configuration parameter is not located in the registry associated with the 
mobile device, initiating a process..." and "if the registry indicates the device specific configuration files are not already installed in the 
particular mobile device, initiate ..." First, specification (p. 8 I. 26-29) clearly shows that a registry contains resources that are installed on 
each device, not configuration parameters. Page 8 (third paragraph) also makes distinction between resources and configuration settings of 
a device maintained by a descriptor, not a registry. Second, applicant argues that since the deployment of application resources from the 
middleware server to a mobile device occurs in response to a synchronization request, one of ordinary skill in the art would readily 
understand that an application resource would be deployed only if the resource is not located in the registry maintained by the descriptor 
file. However, these are not insufficient facts to support "if the determined associated configuration is not located in the registry associated 
with the mobile device, initiating a process..." 



Applicant's arguments regarding the 35 USC 103(a) rejection have been fully considered but are unpersuasive. Previous ground(s) of 
rejection are maintained. 
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
